2 RESOLUTIONS TO BE 
INTRO­ 
DUCED IN CONGRESS NEXT 
DECEMBER

Washington, Ju ly 10.— A compro­ 
mise plan for a national prohibition 
referendu m next year is being dis­ 
cu ssed by dry and wet leaders be­ 
hind the scenes here. 
The plan has the tacit indorsement 
of some wets and a few drys bu t will 
not be openly brou ght forward u ntil 
retu rns have been received on "feel­ 
ers" pu t ou t by those su ggesting the 
scheme. 


The project is this: 
1. 
Introdu ction of a resolu tion in 
congress next December for a su b­ 
stitu te for the 18 tli amendment per­ 
mitting state option on prohibition. 
2. 
Adoption of This resolu tion by 
congress for su bmission to the vari­ 
ou s state legislatu res for ratification 
with the proviso that the legislatu res 
mu st have been elected after the pro­ 
posal became an issu e. 
Su ch a proposal wou ld receive the 
su pport of Senator William E. Borah, 
repu blican. Idaho, whose recent stand 
on the dry act has resu lted in a boom 
by dry leaders to mak e him a 19 28 
presidential candidate. 
Borah is strongly in favor of pro­ 
hibition, bu t he wou ld not object to 
a referendu m, if it met his definition 
of what a referendu m shou ld be. He 
does not believe the referendu m plan­ 
ned in New York state is a fair and 
impartial effort to get the views of 
the people. 
Details of the plan have not been 
work ed ou t. 
It has not yet been de­ 
termined for instance what provision 
cou ld be adopted to prevent shipment 
of liqu or from an optional wet state 
into an optional dry state. 
Some 
su ch provision opposed to a retu rn 
of conditions which prevailed u nder 
local option before prohibition when 
carloads of liqu or were shipped from 
wet northern states into 
the 
dry 
sou th. 
The plan lik ewise wou ld relieve 
the government of enforcing an act 
which costs millions of dollars year­ 
ly. 
It wou ld place responsibility for 
police enforcement 
of 
prohibition 
u pon the states which desire it and 
wou ld involve aid from the national 
government only toward preventing 
shipments in interstate commerce. 
Sponsors of the project believe it 
is the most feasible plan to reconcile 
the views of the wet and dry states 
and wou ld tak e prohibition ou t of 
the 19 28 presidential campaign as a 
national issu e.

By PAUL R. MALLON 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
W ashington, July IO.— A compro­ 
mise plan for a national prohibition 
referendum next year is being dis­ 
cussed by dry and wet leaders be­ 
hind the scenes here. 
The plan has the tacit indorsement 
of some wets and a few drys but will 
not be openly brought forward until 
retu rn s have been received on “ feel­ 
ers” put out by those suggesting the 
scheme. 
The project is this: 
1. 
Introduction of a resolution in 
congress next December for a sub­ 
stitute for the 18th amendment per­ 
m itting state option on prohibition. 
2. 
Adoption of this resolution by 
congress for submission to the v ari­ 
ous state legislatures for ratification 
with the proviso that the legislatures 
must have been elected after the pro­ 
posal became an issue. 
Such a proposal would receive the 
support of Senator William E. Borah, 
republican, Idaho, whose recent stand 
on the dry act has resulted in a boom 
by dry leaders to make him a 1928 
presidential candidate. 
Borah is strongly in favor of pro­ 
hibition, but he would not object to 
a referendum , if it met his definition 
of w hat a referendum should be. He 
does not believe the referendum plan­ 
ned in New York state is a fair and 
im partial effort to get the views of 
the people. 
Details of the plan have not been 
worked out. 
It has not yet been de­ 
term ined for instance what provision 
could be adopted to prevent shipment 
of liquor from an optional wet state 
into an optional dry state. 
Some 
such provision opposed to a return 
of conditions which prevailed under 
local option before prohibition when 
carloads of liquor were shipped frojn 
wet northern states into 
the 
dry 
south.

The plan likewise would relieve 
the governm ent of enforcing an act 
which costs millions of dollars year­ 
ly. 
It would place responsibility for 
police enforcement 
of 
prohibition 
upon the states which desire it and 
would involve aid from the national 
governm ent only toward preventing 
shipm ents in interstate commerce. 
Sponsors of the project believe it 
is the most feasible plan to reconcile 
the views of the wet and dry states 
and would take prohibition out of 
the 1928 presidential campaign as a 
national issue.

Plain, unflattering, to

tion than Its name, the '‘cloche" has 
become and has tenaciously remained 
In style. 
Numbers, cheapness and all 
that goes to make common und kill a 
mode has had slight effect upon this 
hat species. 
Season after season It 
has been belov ed alike of the woman 
who Is exclusiv e and of her who must 
be economical. 
At the beginning of this spring mil­ 
linery exhibitions from Paris and at 
home showed many of the familiar 
cloche shapes.

T h P v alue of th e silo is 
no longer a debatable q eustion. 
ft 
has ben prov en tim e and again th a t 
a silo will pay for itself, in the hav 
it sav es and the increase In m ilk pro­ 
duction 
It 
brings about. 
T he 
a d­ 
v antages ar,< m any, but some of the 
most im portant are; silage ev en from 
plants 
with 
coarse stalks 
such 
as 
corn are eaten practically 
w ithout 
waste. 
On the other hand, from 20- 
35 per cent of dry corn fodder, ev en 
if of good q uality, is usually wasted. 
T he use of silage 
th u s perm its th e 
keeping of more 
stock on a giv en 
area of land, such as we hav e in this 
com m unity. 
Silage fu rnish es a high q u a lity cf 
succulent feed th a t Is desirable a t all 
seasons of th e year. 
Last b u t not 
least, when crops are properly ensil­ 
ed, less of the nu trie nts are wasted 
th rou g h 
the 
ferm entations 
which 
take place th a n are lost w hen the 
forage is secured as dry fodder. Tne 
cost of silage per ton will v ary Wide 
ly depending on the price of labor, 
the yield per acre and the re nt of 
land. 
A recent experim ent at the 
U. of M. E xperim ent Station, show ­ 
ed th a t it cost 118 .9 8 per acre which 
includes rent of land, seed, labor, In­ 
terest and depreciation on m a ch in­ 
ery and in fact ev eryth ing which Is 
Inv olv ed In th e m aking of silage. 
The v alue of corn silage for cows, 
is w orth about one third as m uch as 
legum e 
hay. 
For 1 fattening cattle, 
one ton of corn silage will sav e ov er 
227 pounds of corn and 6 05 pounds 
of legum e hay. 
W ith concentrates 
at $20 per ton and legum e hay at 
*14 
p *‘T ton, 
good 
silage 
Is thus 
w orth $6.50 per ton for fattening 
cattle. 
The am ount of silage com­ 
m only fed per head daily to the v ari­ 
ous classes of stock Is about as fol­ 
lows: dairy cows, 3 0 -5 0 pounds; 12-

The "hat consciousness” idea bein? 
broadcast contradicts all our tradi­ 
tions, which ha\e so long been di­ 
rected to the end of forgetting clothes 
and of being either sincerely or at 
least politely unconscious of our dress, 
Including our bonnet, says a fashion 
writer in the New York Times. 
Now 
We are counseled to become keenly 
alive and observant, especially of mil­ 
linery, and to evolve from our inner 
consciousness an appreciation of our 
type and artistic possibilities.

Little Hat a Favorite. 
A little hat shaped like an Inverted 
saucepan has been for a surprising 
length ot time the center of the fash­ 
ion picture. 
Plain, unflattering, to 
many exceedingly uncomfortable, with 
not one line of grace or other distinc­ 
tion than its name, the "cloche” has 
become and has tenaciously remained 
In style. 
Numbers, cheapness and all 
that goes to make common and kill a 
mode has had slight effect upon this 
bat species. 
Season after season it 
has been beloved alike of the woman 
who is exclusive and of her who must 
be economical. 
At the beginning of this spring mil­ 
linery exhibitions from Paris and at 
home showed many of the familiar 
cloche shapes. 
The first were in felt, 
In beaver, in stitched satin, silk or 
doth, and later In straw, or straw 
combined with silk. 
With a slightly 
varied brim treatment, a bit more 
elasticity in trimming, the cloche, by 
that or some other name, still has its 
friends In this part of the world. 
Gradually the tight, round shape 
has been succeeded, however, by the 
Gigolo and other variants of foreign 
authorship, some of them historically 
reminiscent and picturesque. In each 
of them the crown is high and in the 
Gigolo and shapes of similar line and 
feeling the draped material—whether 
It Is a cluster of folds, a few wrinkles 
or a soft swathing of the goods—has 
that appearance of sophisticated sim­ 
plicity that is very misleading.

most important are; silage even from 
plants with coarse stalks such as 
corn are eaten practically without 
waste. 
On the oth er hand, from 20- 
35 per cent of dry corn fodder, even 
if of good quality, is usually wasted. 
The use of silage thus permits the 
keeping of more stock on a given 
area of land, such as we have in this 
community. 
Silage furnishes a high quality of 
succulent feed th a t is desirable at all 
seasons of the year. 
Last but not 
least, when crops are properly ensil­ 
ed, less of the n u trien ts are wasted 
through 
the 
ferm entations 
which 
take place than are lost when the 
forage is secured as dry fodder. Tne 
cost of silage per ton will vary wide­ 
ly depending on the price of labor, 
the yield per acre and the rent of 
and. 
A recent experim ent at the 
U* of M. Experim ent Station, show­ 
ed that it cost $18.98 per sere which 
includes rent of land, seed, labor, in­ 
terest and depreciation on machin­ 
ery and in fact everything which is 
involved in the m aking of silage. 
The value of corn silage for cows, 
is worth about one third as much as 
legume hay. 
For ' fattening cattle, 
one ton of corn silage will save over 
227 pounds of corn and 605 pounds 
of legume hay. 
W ith concentrates 
at $20 per ton and legume hay at 
$14 
per ton, 
good 
silage is thus 
worth $6.50 per ton for fattening 
cattle.

JOY OF ( ATI HIM* A HID H S II 
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T h e B rai ne rd 
D i s p at ch was the first to note the diminutive 
size of President Coolidge'» catch, a three pound pickerel and sent 
in a special story to the United Press whicl tagged along with the 
story of the Coolidge fish. 
Since then many newspapers have commented editorially on 
the fish. 
Secretary J ardinc, head of the department of agricul­ 
ture, speaking at St. Paul yesterday, heard so much about Minne­ 
sota fishing that he has stayed over to fish in our waters. 
He is 
determined to better President Coolidge’s record of a three pound 
pickerel. 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press commenting on the presidential 
trip, says: 
“ First fishing news out of White Pine camp, New York state, 
tells definitely of luck, but elaboration is required to classify the 
luck for the nation’s fishermen. The correspondent says the Pres­ 
ident caught a three-pound pike. 
Translated into provincial 
terminology of Mid-West an g lers, this means the President caught 
a pickerel. 
Along the border lakes the dispatch would be better 
understood if it referred to the jack fish. 
Only to the eastern 
angler who calls the introduced wall-eye a pickerel and the fish 
we know us a pickerel a pike, a clear picture of the President’s 
captive is presented. 
By Minnesota standards the President’s 
creel was almost empty; to the eastern angler, who rarely allows 
liis ‘pike’ to escape through adolescence to three-pound maturity, 
it held a prize. 
White Pine camp needs the assistance of an 
ichthyologist, so when the President lands ‘pike’ (Esox lucius) the 
news may he given its rightful significance. Eastern terminology 
should not be allowed to dominate the nation’s fishing news.”

the world markets. 
It has long been a matter of specu­ 
lation if the natural resources of equa­ 
torial Africa were worth development 
and the expense ami labor required to 
export them, Ila* New York Sun ob­ 
serves. 
The caravan trade across the 
Sahara 
to 
Mediterranean ports re­ 
vealed a great supply of Ivory aud 
tropical 
products, 
aud 
natives and 
travelers reported Immense reservoirs 
of raw material. 
The explorations of 
Livingstone 
and 
Stanley, 
however, 
gave the world the first estim ate of 
the actual value of the resources of 
equatorial Africa. 
The breaking out of the World war 
caused 
temporary 
abandonment 
of 
many European plana for the opening 
up of central Africa. 
Some of these 
plans have been revived within the 


Inal year. 
The British have built a 
railway from the east coast to ald 
the export of cotton from the newly 
developed Uganda cotton fields. 
They 
have also built several links in the 
Cape to Cairo railroad Id the central 
African I a bo region. 
On the western 
coast the Belgians have constructed 
roads of 200 or 300 miles In length 
from their Atlantic ports Into the in­ 
terior. 
One of these, the railway to 
Brazzaville on the Congo river, the 
French huve been using. 
The French found, however, that the 
Belgian traffic has grown to such an 
extent that they were no longer able 
to depend a ism this small railway. 
Their plan Is to build a road from the 
head of navigation on the Congo east­ 
ward, with branch lines tapping the 
principal sources of native supplies. 
This road will place the development 
of the Congo region practically for the 
first time on a corn mer eta I hasta. 
It is 
a pioneer venture, but ut the same 
time It is a natural outcome of con­ 
ditions. 
With the present demand for 
tropical materials the world is not 
likely to let this greatest source of 
supply remain undeveloped.
